background. 
H ere's 
one, 
however,

typically 
American in origin and bound to be devoured by all your 
breakfast celebrants. Sunrise Special Bread is basically a 
nut bread flavored with chopped B aker’s G erm an’s Sweet 
Chocolate and orange rind In order for the full flavor to be 
appreciated, it should be baked the day before and wrapped 
in foil or plastic wrap. 
It’s delicious all by itself but even better spread with Sweet 
Chocolate Glaze just before serving The glaze is simple - 
just rem em ber to save three squares of B aker’s G erm an’s 
Sweet Chocolate when you prepare the bread batter.

More flaked coconut is sprinkled over the sugar 
glaze while the coffee ring is still hot.

Sunrise Special Bread 


I package (4 oz.) sweet cooking chocolate 
3 cups biscuit mix 
:i4 cup sugar 
1 egg, beaten 
;i4 cup milk 
>2 cup orange juice 
l 4 cup chopped walnuts 
2 teaspoons grated orange rind 
Sweet Chocolate Glaze 
Set aside 3 squares of the chocolate; chop rem aining 
chocolate. Place biscuit mix and sugar in a large bowl. 
Combine egg milk, and orange juice; add to biscuit mix. 
Beat vigorously about 30 seconds. Stir in the chopped 
chocolate, the nubs, and orange rind. Pour into a well- 
greased 9x5-inch loaf pan Bake at 350 degrees for 55 to GO 
minutes, or until cake tester inserted into center comes out 
clean. Let stand in pan about 15 minutes. Then rem ove from 
pan and cool thoroughly on rack. Wrap in alum inum foil or 
plastic wrap. Let stand for one day before slicing. Top with 
glaze; garnish with orange sections, if desired.

Dash of salt 
Few drops of vanilla

low heat. Add to sugar and salt in a bowl; blend well Add 
vanilla. If desired, add a sm all am ount of hot w ater for a 
thinner consistency. Makes about one-third cup glaze.

Candy E aster eggs nested in pastel-frosted cupcakes are 
harbingers of the renewal of life. Spring bouquets fashioned 
from gum drps, candy shot, and chocolate-frosted cupcakes 
rival nature’s riot of color. The rabbit, a symbol of the an­ 
cient E ast where they are connect with the moon, take shape 
easily and convincingly using soft, coconut-frosted cake 
balls. 
Spring Bouquet—Slice a leaf-shaped mint gum drop into 4 
sections so the leaf shape is retained. Insert a short toothpick 
into each of 2 “leaves” and set into top of a chocolate-frosted 
cupcake.

Drain pears, reserving I cup syrup. In sm all bowl combine 
chopped dates, pecans, 2 tablespoons brown sugar and I 
tablespoon m etled butter. Fill centers of pear halves with 
date m ixture and arrange in shallow baking dish. To 
rem aining I tablespoon butter add reserved I cup pear 
syrup rem aining V4 cup brown sugar and cinnamon. Heat to 
boiling and cook for 5 minutes. Four over pears. Bake at 325 
degrees for 20 m inutes, basting occasionally with syrup from 
bottom of dish. Makes 4 or 5 servings. 


Turn out on lightly floured board and knead 30 seconds. Roll 
into an 18x9-inch rectangle. Brush with part of the melted 
butter. Then spread with coconut m ixture Roll from long 
side as for jelly roll Wet edge to sea I. 


Bring the ends together and seal to form a ring. Place on 
ungreased baking sheet. Cut slices alm ost to center of ring, 
about I inch apart. Turn each slicecut side up and point the 
outer edges. Brush with rem aining melted butter. Bake at 
400 degrees for 20 to 25 minutes. 


To make glaze, combine confectioners sugar and hot milk. 
Place coffee ring on rack; drizzle with glaze while ring is 
still hot. Sprinkle with rem aining V4 cup coconut. Makes 8 
servings. 


Bake a Perfect Butterscotch Pie 


A proper butterscotch pie should boast a rich “scotchy’ 
(caram el) flavor, be thickened just enough to hold its shape 
when cut into serving wedges and be covered with a 
delicately browned meringue. 


Butterscotch Meringue Pie 


I baked 9-inch pastry shell 
I cup firm ly packed brown sugar 
>/4 cup corn starch 
»/2 teaspoon salt 
I ¥ 2 cups w ater 
I cup milk 
3 eggs, separated 
One-third cup m argarine 
I teaspoon vanilla 
6 tablespoons sugar 


Mix together brown sugar, corn starch and salt in 2-quart 
saucepan. Gradually stir in w ater, then milk Bring to a boil 
over medium heat, stirring constantly and boil for one 
minute. 
Beat egg yolks slightly and stir a little hot m ixture into 
yolks. Then stir all into rem aining hot m ixture. Return to 
boil, stirring constantly and boil I minute. 
Remove from heat and stir in m argarine and vanilla. Cool 
to room tem perature and turn filling into pie shell. 
Make a m eringue from egg whites and the 6 tablespoons 
sugar. Spread some m eringue around edge touching crust 
all around. Then fill in center. Bake in a 350 degree F. 
(moderate) oven 15 to 20 minutes until m eringue is lightly 
browned Cool away from drafts. 


There seem s to be no cookbook recipes for E aster ham. 
This holiday favorite is so easy to prepare that it’s assum ed 
everyone already nows how to bake it, or can follow the 
simple directions most packers print on the label. Mean­ 
while, recipes abound for popular E aster side dishes of 
candied sweet potatoes, hot cross buns and pumpkin 
pie. Together with cooked green vegetables (now often 
served with sliced almonds) or a fresh salad, these and 
baked ham com prise the traditional American E aster 
dinner. 
But a really good raisin sauce, a favorite cutting board 
companion of baked ham, has long been neglected. Probably 
because the delicate flavor and consistency of this sauce is 
difficult to create with unvarying success. And the secret of 
a really good raisin sauce is the num ber of ingredients in­ 
cluded beside raisins. 
Now a new instant golden raisin sauce is available in 12 
oz. tins in foodstores under the label “ SOLO.” Ifs blended 
of golden bleached raisins, apricots, pineapple and spice 
seasoning.
